Pepper spray

After the pepper spray 
was deployed, police say 
the participants dispersed 
immediately, although 
some were treated for mi¬ 
nor injuries.

In the house 

Brier 'very successful' despite Olympic hangover, say organizers

Organizers say they’re 
very pleased with the 2010 
Tim Hortons Brier at the 
Halifax Metro Centre, 
despite having to battle 
an Olympic hangover. 

Total attendance was 
107,242 for the nine-day 
event, including 7,233 for 
last night’s final between 
Alberta and Ontario. 

That’s down from the 
160,000 at the 2005 
Olympic trials and the 
158,000 who came to the 
last Halifax Brier in 2003. 


Brier co-chair Graham 
Harris chalks it up to com¬ 
petition from the Olympic 
curling trials in Edmonton 
and then the Olympics in 
Vancouver just two weeks 
earlier. 

“That made a big differ¬ 
ence,” he said. “All these 
events are chasing the en¬ 
tertainment dollar and 
there’s only so much to go 
around.” 

The 2003 numbers also 
got a boost because team 
Nova Scotia made it all the 
way to the final. Harris said 
that packed the Metro Cen¬ 
tre, with 2,000 wallcup tick¬ 
ets sold for the finals alone. 


The next Halifax Brier, 
whenever it is, is sure to 
look different thanks to an 
expected new convention 
centre. Whereas the 1,742- 
capacity Brier Patch was 
frequently full this week, 
Harris said next time the 
patch will be able to fit 
5,000 people. 

But after all the numbers 
are added up, Harris said 
the 2010 tournament went 
extremely well. 

“We had a very successful 
week,” he said. “There 
seems to be a change of the 
guard. We’ve got a bunch of 
new teams from different 
provinces in this time.” 


One member of that 
youth revolution was Nova 
Scotia, skipped by 25-year- 
old newcomer Ian Fitzner- 
Leblanc of Mayflower. 
Though they finished 3-8, 
local Brier veteran and 2004 
winner Mark Dacey said 
they should be a threat for 
years to come. 

“Brier ice is a whole dif¬ 
ferent animal. You don’t get 
good on it unless you get 
there. Unfortunately his 
first experience was in front 
of a home crowd so that’s a 
bit tough,” said Dacey. 

“But he’s only going to 
get better. He’s a great 
curler.” 


revelstoke What many 
feared would be one of the 
worst death tolls ever in the 
B.C. baclccountiy appears in¬ 
creasingly to be an almost 
miraculous story of survival. 

RCMP say they have 
accounted for all those 
known to have been on a 
remote B.C. mountain 
when a deadly avalanche 
roared down upon them. 

Two were killed in the 
slide on Boulder Mountain, 
in the Monashee 
Mountains near Revelstoke, 
B.C., but as yesterday wore 
on, RCMP said they were in¬ 
creasingly optimistic that 
the death toll would not be 
as bad as once believed. 

About 24 hours earlier, on 
Saturday afternoon, a wall 
of snow washed down over 
a group of about 200 snow- 
mobilers gathered for the 
annual Big Iron Shoot-Out. 
The avalanche was triggered 
by a small group “high- 
marking” on the mountain 
— a competition to see who 
could ride the furthest, leav¬ 
ing the highest mark. 

There were fears the 
death toll could be in the 
dozens, and survivors have 
described a scene of chaos 
after the slide. 

Cpl. Dan Moslcalulc told 
reporters that 31 people 
were injured, one person 
critically. But Moslcalulc 
said most of those partici¬ 
pating appear to have made 
it safely off the mountain. 

He said RCMP believe the 
slide was triggered by high- 
marking, but he declined to 
say whether the riders 
responsible have been iden¬ 
tified, or whether they 
were among the dead. Nor 
would he say whether they 
could face charges. 
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3 charged in 
grave damage 

mischief Two adults and a 
youth are facing charges 
after headstones and grave 
markers in a Halifax ceme¬ 
tery were damaged Friday. 

Police say they’ve laid 
charges of mischief in rela¬ 
tion to religious objects 
against three males. 

The males fled police, 
but were arrested a short 
distance away from the 
graveyard.

Halifax regional firefight¬ 
ers were busy battling two 
early morning blazes yes¬ 
terday. 

Around 6:30 a.m., Halifax 
RCMP notified 
firefighters of 
a house fire 
at 31 Isaiah 
Lane in North 
Preston. 

Police say 
two officers 
saw flames 
and smoke 
coming from 
the house. 

The officers 
entered the 
home and 
awoke the 
four occu¬ 
pants, who 
were asleep. 

All four es¬ 
caped without injury. 

Police say George Fraser, 
75, his daughter Yolanda 
Fraser, 36, and her two 
boys, aged 15 and 8, were 
inside the home. They had 
no fire insurance and are 
now homeless. 

According to Capt. Grant 
Withers of fire station No. 
18, the fire appeared to be 
caused by a wood stove 
heating up a poorly insulat¬ 


ed wall over a long period 
of time. 

“The initial reports are of 
an improper installation of 
a wood burning appliance,” 
added Halifax regional fire 
platoon chief Mike Black¬ 
burn. He said the fire took 
about an hour to extin¬ 
guish. 

A woman 
who identi¬ 
fied herself 
as a resident 
of the house 
refused to 
speak with 
Metro yester¬ 
day from the 
scene. 

Firefight¬ 
ers were also 
called to a 
rooming 
house at 
6321 Pep¬ 
perell Street 
in Halifax at 
about 7:30 
a.m. yesterday. A single 
room in the basement of 
the 15-tenant building was 
on fire. 

Tenant Wesley Erskine, 
31, said he awoke around 
6:30 a.m. to discover the 
basement hallway flooded 
with smoke. Erskine’s 
room was one door down 
from the blaze. 

“The whole downstairs 
was a patch of white 


smoke,” he said. 

According to Erskine, 
there were no working fire 
alarms in the basement, 
and the fire extinguishers 
were expired. 

Another tenant, Edward 
Levy, said he and the build¬ 
ing’s superintendent at¬ 
tempted to fight the fire 
from an outside window, 
but had little luck until the 


fire department arrived. 

Blackburn said the inves¬ 
tigation into the fire’s 
cause was complete, but a 
full report hadn’t been 
made public as of yester¬ 
day. 

We are following up with 
our fire investigators and 
our fire prevention office, 
to do a followup on that 
building,” he said.

“I’m disappointed,” Lyon 
said Friday. “You want this 
swiftly dealt with ... but 
there's nothing you can re¬ 
ally do.”

“Today should have been 
a plea. We should have 
known how things are go¬ 
ing and now we’re just 
back on track and have to 
wait another month to see 
what happens.” 

Howe said life is slowly 
starting to get back to nor¬ 
mal for him. 

“Step by step, but I still 
think about it constantly 
when I look out in my 
yard,” he said.

Federal cash for troubled 
pregnancies and 
newborns in Canada 
remains in short supply 
even as the Conservative 
government leads a global 
campaign to improve the 
health of mothers and 
children overseas.

The report echoes anoth¬ 
er analysis last year that 
found Ottawa consistently 
fails to spend the money it 
promises to fight fetal alco¬ 
hol spectrum disorder, 
which leaves newborns 
with a lifetime of afflictions. 

The report, covering the 
five-year period ending in 
2009, found the projects 
have helped thousands of 
pregnant women to quit 


Study 

• The latest study, an evalu¬ 
ation of the Canada Prena¬ 
tal Nutrition Program, ex¬ 
amined some 330 projects 
that focus on women — 
poor, isolated, abused or 
addicted — who are likely 
to have unhealthy babies 
because of their own bad 
health or nutrition.

Avalanche prompts snowmobile debate 


tragedy For “sled-heads,” 
events like the Big Iron

Research contradicts anti-crime agenda 


The federal Justice Depart¬ 
ment pays to help pub¬ 
licize leading criminal jus¬ 
tice research that fre¬ 
quently discredits the Con¬ 
servative government's 
“tough-on-crime” agenda. 

But the Harper govern¬ 
ment doesn’t appear to be 
listening. 

The most recent issue of 
Criminological Highlights 
published last month by 
the University of Toronto’s 
Centre of Criminology, 
with federal assistance, 
blows gaping holes in sev¬ 
eral of Justice Minister Rob 
Nicholson’s most cher¬ 
ished anti-crime measures. 

It also provides a timely 
reminder of why Canada’s 
ongoing move toward 
more mandatory mini¬ 
mum sentences can lead to

Ontario Police say the teen 
suspect in the slayings of a 
Belleville, Ont., mother 
and daughter has appeared 
in court via video link. 

Sgt. Kristine Rae said 
Dean Brown, 18, appeared 
Saturday morning and was 
formally charged with two 
counts of first-degree mur¬ 
der and one count of at¬ 
tempted murder. 

He was remanded into 
custody and will appear 
again in a Belleville, Ont., 
court today. 

A 46-year-old woman 
and her 14-year-old daugh¬ 
ter were found dead Friday 
at their family home in 
the small eastern Ontario 
community of Mountain 
View. 

The victims have been 
identified as Tracy Hannah 
and her daughter Whit¬ 
ney, and post-mortems are 
scheduled for today at the 
coroner’s office in Toron¬ 
to.

The Vatican yesterday de¬ 
nied that its celibacy rule 
for priests was the root 
cause of the clerical sex 
abuse scandal convulsing 
the church in Europe and 
again defended the pope's 
handling of the crisis. 

Suggestions that the 
celibacy rule was somehow 
responsible for the “de¬ 
viant behaviour” of sexual¬ 
ly abusive priests have 
swirled in recent days, with 
opinion pieces in German 
newspapers blaming it for 
fuelling abuse and even 
Italian commentators ques¬ 
tioning the rule. 

Much of the furor was 
spurred by comments from 
one of the pope’s closest 
advisers, Vienna archbish¬ 
op Cardinal Christoph 
Schoenborn, who called 


this week for an honest ex¬ 
amination of issues like 
celibacy to root out the ori¬ 
gins of abuse. 

“Part of it is the question 
of celibacy, as well as the 
subject of character devel¬ 
opment. And part of it is a 
large portion of honesty, in 
the church but also in soci¬ 
ety,” he wrote in the online 
edition of his diocesan 
newsletter. His of¬ 
fice quickly 
stressed that 
Schoenborn 
wasn’t calling 
into question 
priestly celibacy. 

But Schoenborn 
has in the past shown 
himself receptive to argu¬ 
ments that a celibate 
priesthood is increasingly 
problematic for the 


church, mainly because it 
limits the number of men 
who seek ordination. 

Last June, Schoenborn 
personally presented the 
Vatican with a lay initiative 
signed by prominent Aus¬ 
tralian Catholics calling for 
the celibacy rule to be abol¬ 
ished and for married men 
to be allowed to become 
priests, the associated press

Sounding 
a warning 

Taliban carve a wide swath of 
destruction in Kandahar attacks 


The Taliban yesterday 
called their deadly bomb 
attacks on the southern 
city of Kandahar a 
warning to NATO's top 
general that the 
insurgents were ready for 
the war's next major 
offensive in their 
heartland. 

The series of bombings 
that demolished buildings 
and killed dozens — in¬ 
cluding 10 people at a wed¬ 
ding — prompted the 
provincial governor to 
plead for more security in 
the area. Fearful residents 
said they had no confi¬ 
dence that either govern¬ 
ment or foreign troops can 
protect them. 

Taliban spokesman Qari 
Yousef Ahmadi said the 
Saturday night attacks 
proved the insurgents 
were still able to operate 


despite the buildup of 
Afghan and international 
troops in preparation for a 
push into Kandahar 
province. 

A Taliban-linlced website 
called the attacks in the 
south’s largest city a 
“warning” to NATO’s Gen. 
Stanley McChiystal, who 
has said coalition forces 
will target Kandahar later 
this year after driving the 
insurgents from a key 
stronghold in neighbour¬ 
ing Helmand province. 

“Gen. McChrystal has 
said that soon they will 
start their operations, and 
now we have already start¬ 
ed our operations,” Ahma¬ 
di told The Associated 
Press in a telephone inter¬ 
view. “With all the prepa¬ 
rations they have taken, 
still they are not able to

For ex¬ 
ample, ice on an outdoor 
tank line can result in 
damage. 

It is important to in¬ 
spect your tank regularly. 
Look for stains and drips 
and locate smells. Check 


for corrosion breakage 
and any potential hazards 
such as snow and ice if 
you have an outside tank. 

Some organizations sug¬ 
gest replacement of your 
fuel tank anywhere be¬ 
tween 10 to 20 years, de¬ 
pending on its condition. 

Any type of spill needs 
to be responded to imme¬ 
diately. If a spill is greater 
than 100 litres, it must be 
reported by law to the No¬ 
va Scotia Department of 
Environment or call Envi¬ 
ronmental Emergencies at 
1-800-565-1633.

Politicians voting on new 
media to stay in touch 


That buzzing in your purse 
or pocket may soon be 
from a politician hoping to 
lighten it. 

Smartphone applications 
that allow users to donate 
money and participate in 
political polls are shap¬ 
ing up to be the next 
tool in the media 
of politicians who 
are literate in so¬ 
cial media. 

Supporters of 
Ontario Pro¬ 
gressive Con¬ 
servative 
Leader Tim 
Hudalc say 
he has be¬ 
come the first 
Canadian politician 
to launch an iPhone appli¬ 
cation. The free download 
can transmit policy posi¬ 
tions, videos, photos, news, 
information on coming 
events — and ask for your 
donation. 

While Hudalc organizers 
haven’t used the fundrais¬ 
ing or survey capacities of 
the application yet, they 
say these tools were a fac¬ 
tor in setting up the pro¬ 
gram. 

“As we saw with Haiti 



and other charitable organ¬ 
izations, mobile fundrais¬ 
ing and mobile giving is a 
really great tool that we 
definitely are looking to 
capitalize on and use,” said 
Brett Bell, director of so¬ 
cial media for the 
provincial On¬ 
tario PC party. 

The creator 
of Hudalc’s app 
says it’s among 
the top 100 social 
networking appli¬ 
cation downloads 
in iTunes in Canada. 
That kind of pro¬ 
gram is likely to be¬ 
come an increasingly 
important tool for politi¬ 
cians targeting the 
younger demographic, ac¬ 
cording to one federal cabi¬ 
net minister. 

Barack Obama was the 
first to use smartphones to 
raise significant amounts 
of money during his suc¬ 
cessful 2008 run for the 
U.S. presidency. Millions of 
dollars were raised at Oba¬ 
ma rallies by asking those 
in the audience to hold up 
their cellphones and make 
donations of as little as $5.

Program rewards participants for recycling

Taking out the trash has 
gotten complicated. 
Different bins, different 
pick-up days. Wouldn't it 
be nice if someone actual¬ 
ly paid you to do this 
stuff? 

For more than a million 
households in the United 
States and Great Britain, 
somebody does. 

RecycleBanlc is an incen¬ 
tive points program that 
collects recycling curb- 
side, weighs it, and assigns 
points that are redeemable 
for discounts with local 
merchants. 

“It’s a win, win, win,” 
says Atul Nanda, president 
of RecycleBanlc’s Canadian 
division. “We’re increas¬ 
ing diversion in our cities, 
increasing economic stim¬ 
ulus for the stores, and 
providing value-added in¬ 
centive for people to in¬ 
crease their environmental 
behavior.” 

The program is not avail¬ 
able in Canada quite yet, 
but is now running in 25 
American states. Pilot pro¬ 
grams already exist in 
Chicago, Los Angeles, 
Phoenix, Houston and At¬ 
lanta. 

“We’ve been in discus¬ 
sions with several cities in 
Canada,” Nanda says. “At 
this point, we don’t have a 
firm date, but we’re going 
to continue our negotia¬ 
tions. The areas we’ve 
looked at have been in On¬ 
tario, as well as on the 
west coast.” 

Recyclebanlc got some 
significant acknowledge¬ 
ment in 2009, when the 
company was named a 
United Nations Environ¬ 
ment Program Champions 
of the Earth. 

“To date, the material re¬ 
cycled by the households 
we service has enabled Re- 
cycleBanlc to save cities 
tens of millions of dollars 
annually in landfill dispos¬ 
al fees, save over 1.5 mil¬ 
lion trees, and save mil¬ 
lions of gallons of oil,” 
company founder Ron Go- 
nen said in his U.N. accept¬ 
ance speech. 

“We have over 2,500 
partners,” Nanda notes. 
“That’s larger than virtual¬ 
ly every other loyalty pro¬ 
gram out there. We have a 
very robust partner list. 
We are also expanding our

services to be more than 
just recycling diversion. 
We have an electronics e- 
waste program. We’re also 
partnered in with eBay to 
help incentify people for 
reducing.”

“I’d like to think that in 
three years we’ll be in at 
least half of Canada, as 
well as the majority of the 
states,” Nanda says. “Pro¬ 
jections are very difficult 
to make, but based on our 
rapid growth so far, I think 
it’s only going to acceler¬ 
ate, eventually reaching 10 
or 20-million households.” 

And you don’t even have 
to separate your glass, pa¬ 
per and plastic.

Canadian dollar 
flirts with parity 


The latest inflation data 
could move the Canadian 
dollar even closer to pari¬ 
ty with the U.S. dollar this 
week after a strong 
employment report Friday 
sent the loonie surging. 

The currency ended the 
week at 98.2 cents U.S. and 
during the course of Friday 
trading came within about 
a cent and a half of parity 
— its highest level since Ju¬ 
ly 2008. The loonie hasn't 
been level with the green¬ 
back since May 2008. 

The reason for the cur¬ 
rency’s latest runup was a 
better than expected Cana¬ 
dian employment report 
for Februaiy. Statistics 
Canada reported that 
21,000 jobs were created 
last month, better than the 
15,000 that had been ex¬ 


pected by many econo¬ 
mists. The unemployment 
rate fell to 8.2 per cent 
from 8.3 per cent. 

The report served to fur¬ 
ther convince currency 
traders that the Bank of 
Canada will move to raise 
interest rates mid-year. 

And pressure on the dol¬ 
lar could build at the end of 
this week when the Febru¬ 
ary Consumer Price 
Index is released. 

“If we get a 
surprisingly 
high reading on 
that front, then 
expectations of 
Bank of Canada in¬ 
terest rates hikes will 
just build incredibly higher 
than expected,” said Doug 
Porter, deputy chief econo¬ 
mist at BMO Capital Mar¬ 


kets. 

“It sounds a bit counter¬ 
intuitive to see a strong in¬ 
flation report being good 
for a currency, but that's 
the way currency markets 
read this at least over the 
short term is that strong in¬ 
flation equals interest rate 
hikes which equals a more 
robust currency.”

Kevin Koe proved his 
worth in his first appear¬ 
ance at the Tim Hortons 
Brier, taking down previ¬ 
ously unbeaten Glenn 
Howard of Ontario 6-5 in a 
thrilling extra-end final 
last night at the Metro Cen¬ 
tre before a crowd of 7,233.

Ferbey, with a win, it’s 
great.” 

Koe stepped out of the 
shadows of Martin and Fer¬ 
bey with two key shots.

Koe, who is joined by 
third Blake MacDonald, 
second Carter Rycroft and 
lead Nolan Thiessen, be¬ 
came the first rookie skip 
to win since Manitoba’s Vic 
Peters in 1992 and the first 
to take the crown via the 3- 
4 Page playoff game. 

“It’s been a long time 


coming to even get to a 
Brier,” said Koe, who beat 
Ferbey in the provincial fi¬ 
nal while Martin stepped 
aside to focus on the 
Olympics. 

“To come 
through in

The 47-year-old Howard, 
competing at his 12 th 
Brier, had three previous ti¬ 
tles and one as skip in 
2007.

Toronto nearing $10M deal with shortstop coveted by Yankees 


The Jays are dose to sign¬ 
ing 21-year-old Cuban de¬ 
fector Adeinis Hechavarria 
for a $io-million US bonus 
that would tie him to the 
team for four years, 
according to George King 
in yesterday's edition of 
the New York Post. 

The free-spending Yan¬ 
kees were considered 
front-runners for the short¬ 
stop but, according to King, 
Hechavarria’s mind was 
changed because of the re¬ 
ported contract extension 
being negotiated by New 
York captain Derek Jeter.

Bringing work home regu¬ 
larly from the office is 
something many of us 
do—about 50 per cent, ac¬ 
cording to a recent Univer¬ 
sity of Toronto work-life 
study. And not surprising¬ 
ly, it intrudes into our per¬ 
sonal lives. 

“Nearly half the popula¬ 
tion reports that people 
bring work home ‘some¬ 
times’ or ‘frequently,’ which 
is particularly concerning 
given that the negative 
health impacts of an imbal¬ 
ance between work life and 
private life are well docu¬ 
mented,” said University of 
Toronto sociology professor 
and lead researcher Scott 
Schieman. 

Schieman and his col¬ 
leagues measured the ex¬ 
tent to which work was in¬ 
terfering with personal 
time using data from a na¬ 
tional survey of 1,800 work¬ 
ers. They found it to be high 
among several types of 
workers, including those 
employed in “high-status” 
areas, and those who work 
in stressful workplaces. 

The high-status workers 
reporting interference are 
ones with job authority, 
high job skills, high person¬ 
al earnings, and decision¬ 
making latitude. These are 
people who are more likely 


to be university or college- 
educated, or to be profes¬ 
sionals, such as lawyers or 
doctors. 

“People who are well-edu¬ 
cated, professionals and 
those with job-related re¬ 
sources report that their 
work interferes with their 
personal lives more fre¬ 
quently, reflecting what we 
refer to as “the stress of 
higher status,” reports 
Schieman. 

In fact, a high-status 
worker who puts in long 


hours (50 hours or more per 
week) and has some or com¬ 
plete control over their 
work schedule is associated 
even more strongly with 
work interference at home. 

High-status workers may 
have benefits and perks as¬ 
sociated with their jobs, and 
that may help soften the 
impact of taking work 
home, but it doesn’t change 
the reality that work often 
takes a large bite out of 
their personal life, says 
Schieman. 


Another type of worker 
who has a high level of 
work interference into their 
private life is one who 
works in a stressful work 
environment with prob¬ 
lems such as interpersonal 
conflict, job insecurity, or a 
high-pressure situation. 
These workers don’t have 
much power to set the pac¬ 
ing of their work. 

If you are in this unenvi¬ 
able position, you may want 
to renegotiate the timing of 
your work. 


Better balance 

Here are some tips for a 
better work/life balance: 

Look after your health 
first. Get enough sleep, eat 
regularly and choose 
healthy food options, take 
time out for relaxation and 
exercise at least three 
times a week; 

Schedule "me” time regu¬ 
larly to get away from it all. 
Even an hour a week is im¬ 
portant to decompress and 
regain perspective; 

Manage your time more 
effectively by creating to- 
do lists, prioritizing tasks, 
and setting time limits; 

Learn to say no; 

Separate work and family 
life; 

• Use your annual leave; 

Obtain a flexible employ¬ 
er; 

Consider taking a career 
break or a "sabbatical" 
leave when needed. 

“Note that excessive pres¬ 
sures are less problematic 
for those with control over 
the pace of their work,” says 
Schieman. 

And when that isn’t the 
case, such as it is among 
some high-status workers, 
it may help to “recognize 
that sometimes higher-sta¬ 
tus work is a key contribu¬ 
tor to stress that results in a 
work-family imbalance,” he 
says.

Actor's name found on prescription linked to drug ring 


Iggy Pop was start¬ 
ing to feel like the 
Susan Lucci of rock 
W roll. 

Just as the veteran 
soap actress be¬ 
lieved she might 
never win a Daytime 
Emmy, the godfa- Iggy Pop 
ther of punk was 
certain his groundbreak¬ 
ing band The Stooges 
wouldn’t ever earn a spot 
in the Rock and Roll Hall 
of Fame. 

Well, as it turns out, Luc¬ 
ci got her gold statue on 
the 19th try. And Iggy and 
the boys finally are getting 
their shot to search and de¬ 
stroy at today’s induction 
ceremony, on their eighth 
attempt. 

“At least I won’t be nomi¬ 
nated anymore,” Pop said, 
laughing. He believed The 
Stooges never would get 
into the Rock Hall “right 
up until the day before 
somebody called me.” 

“I kept telling the guys 
over and over: ’We’re not 
gonna get in, guys.’ Yeah. I 
was absolutely sure of that.” 

It’s hard to say exactly 
what turned the tide in 
voter sentiment, but Pop 
points to three possibili¬ 
ties: the band’s long streak 


of rock hall futility, 
the Januaiy 2009 
death of founding 
member Ron 

Asheton and 
Madonna. 

The Stooges hon¬ 
oured their fellow 
Michigan native by 
performing rocking 
versions of two of her hits 
— Burning Up and Ray of 
Light — on the night of the 
2008 Rock and Roll Hall of 
Fame induction ceremony. 

Pop says the gig helped 
provide some much-need¬ 
ed exposure for a band that 
wasn’t really heard from 
for 30 years. 

“I thought, ’Well, some 
of the people there will see 
that we don’t have horns. 
We’re not gonna breathe 
fire on the tables or any¬ 
thing,”’ he said.

The name of the late 
Toronto-born actor Corey 
Haim was found on a 
fraudulent prescription for 
a powerful painkiller that 
authorities said Friday was 
obtained through a major 
drug ring. 

California Attorney Gen¬ 
eral Jeriy Brown’s office 
said records of the pre¬ 
scription in the name of 
the former teen heart- 
throb were found during 
an investigation of the ring 
that illegally obtained pre¬ 
scription pads and used 
the stolen identities of doc¬ 
tors to fill them out. 

“Corey Haim’s death is 
yet another tragedy linked 
to the growing problem of 
prescription drug abuse,” 
Brown said in a written 
statement. “This problem 
is increasingly linked to 
criminal organizations, 
like the illegal and massive 
prescription drug ring un¬ 
der investigation.” 

Los Angeles County coro¬ 
ner’s officials, however, 
said they have not yet de¬ 
termined what killed the 
38-year-old Haim last week. 
The actor is expected to be 
buried at a private funeral 
in Toronto, which could 
take place as early as today. 

State law enforcement 
authorities said they were 
investigating the drug ring 
and how the name of 
Haim, who battled addic¬ 
tion for years, appeared on 
the prescription. 

Javier Salaiz, an investi¬ 
gator with the state attor¬ 
ney general’s office, said 
authorities have not yet 
confirmed that Haim actu¬ 
ally filled the prescription 
or if someone was using his 
name to acquire the pre¬ 
scription. 

However, a person famil¬ 
iar with the investigation 
who spoke on condition of 
anonymity because the 
case is ongoing said Haim 
may have been doctor 
shopping.

• Corey Haim's family started 
a collection to help pay for a 
funeral for the former teen 
star, but it appears they won't 
have to worry about it. Mem¬ 
orabilia company Startifacts 
has agreed to cover the cost 
of the funeral, headstone and 
transport using profits from 
Haim memorabilia the com¬ 
pany is auctioning off, ac¬ 
cording to TMZ. 


Ed Winter said four pre¬ 
scription drug bottles bear¬ 
ing the actor’s name were 
found in the apartment 
where he collapsed, but all 
those drugs had been pro¬ 
vided by a doctor who had 
been treating the actor. 

The coroner’s office has 
declined to state what med¬ 
ications were discovered, 
but said no illegal drugs 
were found. 

Winter said no determi¬ 
nation had been made 
about Haim’s cause of 
death, and toxicology tests 
would not be available for 
at least a month. 

He said he had not been 
contacted by the attorney 
general’s office. 

“It surprises me that Jer¬ 
ry Brown would come out 
and give a cause of death,” 
he said. 

Brown said later in an in¬ 
terview that he didn’t 
know what killed Haim. 

The illegal prescription 


was for the powerful 
painkiller OxyContin, he 
said. 

“This is a growing and 
dangerous problem,” 
Brown said. 

Christine Gasparac, a 
spokeswoman for Brown, 
said the prescription was 
found through the state’s 
computer database that 
tracks prescriptions that 
are filled. 

Investigators believe the 
ring either sells the pads on 
the street to addicts or to 
people who then fill out the 
forms and obtain the drugs 
for illegal distribution. 

Doctors whose names 
are on the form usually 
aren’t aware that their 
identity is being used ille¬ 
gally. 

Haim’s agent, Mark 
Heaslip, said his client’s 
medications were pre¬ 
scribed by an addiction spe¬ 
cialist who was working 
with the actor. He said he 
thinks, based on what 
Haim’s mother has told 
him, the actor may have 
had an adverse reaction to 
the medication because he 
was ill. 

“I don’t think Corey over¬ 
dosed, not at all,” Heaslip 
said. 

Authorities have said 
Haim was suffering from 
flulike symptoms in the 
days before his death. 

Seattle-based Heaslip has 
served as Haim’s agent for 
18 months but first met 
the actor, best known for

Canadian teen sensation dominates Twitter conversation 



Last week, Canadian pop singer Justin Bieber was the No. 1 most-tweeted about topic. 


Canadian teen heartthrob 
Justin Bieber is the most 
talked about person on 
Twitter, and nearly the 
most talked about topic, 
period. 

Bieber-mania is growing 
on Twitter and is creating 
a deafening crescendo of 
chatter that is rising above 
virtually every other con¬ 
versation on the \social 
media site, which sees 50 
million tweets posted dai¬ 
ly- 

Last week, the 16-year-old 
pop singer from Stratford, 
Ont., was the No. 1 most- 
tweeted about topic, accord¬ 
ing to the tracking website 
whatthetrend.com, and this 
week he fell just short of 
the top spot and settled for 
second behind a little event 
called the Oscars. 

Bieber has been on Twit¬ 
ter almost a year but it 
wasn’t until January that 
his popularity growth real¬ 
ly started registering, said 
Ingo Muschenetz of What 
The Trend. 

He started out the year 
around seventh in the 


weekly Twitter reports 
and now is consistently 
dominating the list of the 
most talked about people. 

“He is very, very popular 
on Twitter, he ranks No. 1, 


easy,” Muschenetz said. 

“He’s certainly No. 1 un¬ 
less something else comes 
along, like when the earth¬ 
quake in Haiti happened 
that took the No. 1 spot for 


a few weeks. 

As of mid-Friday, Bieber 
was ranked among the Top 
140 most popular Twitter 
users but his numbers of 
followers are multiplying

The CBC senior science 
and technology reporter’s 
book Sex, Bombs and 
Burgers: How War, Porn 
and Fast Food Created 
Technology As We Know 
It, is a decidedly more eru¬ 
dite tome than any cave¬ 
man could express, but 
the argument is as primal 
as it is compelling. 

Humanity makes the 
most advances when it en¬ 
gages the basest of in¬ 
stincts — fighting, screw¬ 
ing and finding easier ways 
to eat. Nowak documents 
how major technological 
breakthroughs over the 
past 60 years have been 
achieved through the bil- 
lion-dollar militaiy, porno¬ 
graphic and fast food in¬ 
dustries. 

Nowak’s epiphany for 
the book came from an 
unlikely source, namely 
the Paris Hilton sex clip 
making its rounds online 
some six years ago.

“I remember looking at 
that thinking, ‘Where 
have I seen this before?”’ 
says Nowak. 

“And it occurred to me 
that it was when the U.S. 
tried to liberate Kuwait 
from Iraq, watching mis¬ 
siles getting fired off in 
night vision. And it sort of 
crystallized for me there, 
that this was a pretty good 
link from military to con¬ 
sumer technology. And 
then I started looking into 
other things. Military tech¬ 
nology comes up with 
something, and a few years 
later, we’re all using it.” 

Look no further than 
items you use eveiyday for 
more examples of gadgets 
rooted in military applica¬ 
tion. 

A component of the ear¬ 
liest microwave was first 


used in the creation of a 
nation-wide radar system 
that defended Britain 
against German air attacks 
in the Second World War. 

What we now know as 
the Internet can trace part 
of its origins as a means of 
quick, easy communica¬ 
tion for soldiers in the bat¬ 
tlefield, then perfected by 
the porn industry with the 
dissemination of online 
videos and promotions. 

Spam (the food product), 
along with flash-frozen po¬ 
tatoes (the kind you might 
find in instant mash mixes 
or French fries at fast food 
outlets) were ideal foods 
for war efforts, as they 
were cheap, traveled well 
and didn’t spoil easily. 
Such foods, though not 
the healthiest, revolution¬ 
ized processing techniques 
that we still use today. 

We’re also building bet¬ 
ter robots through our 
lecheiy, Nowak argues.

The National Film Board 
of Canada will debut a 
documentary about Mon¬ 
treal-based musician So- 
called on YouTube in the 
U.S. this week. 

The “Socalled” Movie 
will be available to Ameri¬ 
cans on the YouTube Video 
Rental Service on Tuesday. 

That’s the same day So- 
called — who was born 
Josh Dolgin in Ottawa — 
performs at the South By 
Southwest festival in 
Austin, Texas. 

This is the first time the 
NFB, which co-produced 
The “Socalled” Movie with 
reFrame Films, has made 
such a deal with YouTube. 

The NFB says the collabo¬ 
ration was a perfect fit for 
this particular movie since 
Socalled — who fuses mu¬ 
sic from different cultures 
and eras — has a strong 
presence in the U.S. and is 
a hit on YouTube. 

The YouTube Video 
Rental Service launched at 
the recent Sundance Film 
Festival and isn’t yet avail¬ 
able to Canadians. 

The NFB says a Canadian 


theatrical rollout of The 
“Socalled” Movie will be 
announced later this year. 

In the past, the NFB has 
programmed its own 
YouTube channel and fea¬ 
tured some of its anima¬ 
tion on YouTube’s online 
screening room.

The Nielsen Co. says 
Leno averaged 5.6 million 
U.S. viewers last week, his 
first back at NBC’s The 
Tonight Show following 
the ill-fated prime time ex¬ 
periment. Letterman had 
3.7 million at CBS. Leno 
took advantage of curiosity 
over his return and a 
strong lineup of guests, in¬ 
cluding Olympic stars and 
Sarah Palin. It was a half¬ 
million more than he aver¬ 
aged his last season at 
Tonight. 

It’s been much closer the 
second week. Through 
four nights, Leno is averag¬ 
ing 4.3 million viewers and 
Letterman has 4 million. 

Considering Leno usual¬ 
ly beat Letterman by a mil¬ 
lion and a half during their 
last season of competition, 
that’s a sign of erosion for 
NBC’s late-night franchise. 
Letterman consistently 
beat Conan O’Brien after 
O’Brien took over last year.
